Andin purſuance of his wicked, and trayterous delignes,andto the end to bring the ſame to a full period, being there- 
unto encouraged through the want of due and timely punishmenr for his paſt offences and high miſdemeanors, hath 
this preſcntyeareshaked off, a!l manner of obedicnceto the Government eſtablished among the Confederate Catho- 
licks; ioyned with Colonell Fones , a Parliamentary , andadverſc to his Maicſty, and the ſaid Confederate Catholicks;
